Holiday Rates for Services to be Discontinued December

28, 2018

Effective December 28, 2018, the Division of Health Care Financing and Policy (DHCFP) will no
longer reimburse holiday rates of time and a half for services (TV modifier) provided by provider type (PT)
29 (Home Health Agency and Private Duty Nursing) and PT 38 (Waiver for Individuals with Intellectual
Disabilities and Related Conditions) providers on state recognized holidays. These holidays include New
Year’s Day, Martin Luther King Jr. Day, President’s Day, Memorial Day, Independence Day, Labor Day,
Nevada Admission Day (last Friday in October), Veteran’s Day, Thanksgiving Day, Family Day (the day
after Thanksgiving) and Christmas Day.

TV modifier will be end dated for the following Healthcare Common Procedure Coding System (HCPCS)
codes effective December 28, 2018:

Procedure Code Description

G0156 Services of home health/hospice aide in home health or hospice settings, each 15
minutes

G0299 Direct skilled nursing services of a registered nurse (RN) in the home health or
hospice setting, each 15 minutes

G0300 Direct skilled nursing services of a licensed practical nurse (LPN) in the home health
or hospice setting, each 15 minutes

S9122 Home health aide or certified nurse assistant, providing care in the home; per hour

$9123 Nursing care, in the home; by registered nurse, per hour

S9124 Nursing care, in the home; by licensed practical nurse, per hour

T1001 Nursing assessment/evaluation

T1002 RN services, up to 15 minutes

T1003 LPN/Licensed vocational nurse (LVN) services, up to 15 minutes

Starting December 28, 2018, Nevada Medicaid will no longer authorize the holiday rate of time and a
half (TV modifier) for any of the procedure codes listed above.
